1 . Shef Edwards^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^briefed General Cabell, Kirk 
and me on some sixty cases of security interest to the Director’s Office. This is the 
first of the semiannual briefings arranged between General Cabell, Mr. Kirkpatrick 
and me. There are a number of cases that need to be followed up and Colonel Edwards 
has the necessary instructions on them. It was obvious that this is a much more effi- 
cient way to conduct this business than the submission of a written report to be circu- 
lated around to the several offices . 


2. Larry Houston advised me that we as well as the General Services Adminis- 
tration believe that we need concurrent jurisdiction with the State of Virginia at our 
new building in order to allow our Security people and the GSA guards to discharge 
their duties properly. The General Services Administration has agreed to write us a 
letter, based upon which we can go to the Governor or other appropriate officials and 
request the necessary concurrent jurisdiction.
